"And we fulfilled that plan com- 
pletely,” he adds proudly. The 
Diaspora Yeshiva, in occupation 
aince 1967, provides the 
scholarship. Restaurants and gift- 
shops cater to Jewlsh olim laregel 
(whose numbers, since the libera- 
tion of the Western Wall, have 
dwindied considerably). The 
highly -successful Diaspora’ 
Yeshiva Band presumably con- 
tinues the tradition of David, 
“sweet Psalmist of Israel."’ A 
number of noted artists live on the 
mount. And the Holocaust Cellar 
is a stark memorial to the Six 
Million. 


THH ISRAEL LANDS Authority, 
which is in the process af 
“straightening out" legal titles on 
the mount, says it has no objection 
to any of these occupants remain- 


ing. 

“What I do object to,"" says the 
Lands Authority area manager, 
Ya'acov Neriah, ‘‘what I consider 
scandalous and highly irregular, 
is that when Kahana left the 
ministry, he took Mt. Zion with 
him." 

And that is-no exaggeration. 
Kahana, long since retired as 
director-general, continues to 
head the Mount Zion Assogjation 
— and a web of connected 
‘“‘associations'’ which neither the 


Lands Authority nor the 
Jerusalem Municipality can fully 
unravel. ‘There are s0 many 
associations," says urban planner 
Annette Hochstein, Mayor 
Kollek'’s special adviser on Mt. 
Zion. ‘Whenever we think we've 
pinned one down, another pops up- 
«.'" It is in the name of these 
associations that Kahana is em- 
broiled in innumerable law-suita. 
"TI really don't know how many," 
he says with a twinkle in his eye. 
“There must be six or seven 
against the churches, and about 
the same number against the 
Lands Authority.” In Neriah's 
opinion, it is ‘disgusting that a 
man in the evening of his days 
should so demean himself in the 
courts.” He adds that ‘Kahana 
has always dodged requests from 
official agencies to produce the 
financial records of his 
associations for inspection." 

In legal terms, Neriah contends 
that the Lands Authority has 
effectively disposed of Kahana by 
simply abrogating his original 
leases with the Custodian, on the 
grounds that he was not entitled to 
gub-let the properties. Neriah 
says the Jerusalem District Court 
upheld this contention when it em- 
powered the authority to go ahead 
and sign new leases directly with 
Kahana's sub-lesseea. To date, 12 
out of 15 have signed. Two of the 
others will do so once they have 


τ 


resolved a legal dispute betweon 
them. ᾿ 


THAT LEAVES the yeshiva, os- 
tensibly Kahana's last and largest 
bastion. But the yeshiva, too, has 
forsaken its eratwhile benefactor, 
and negotiations have been 
proceeding vigorously for some 
months between Nerlah and Rab- 
bis Mordechai Goldatein and 
Elliot Sherman of the yeshiva. 
(Kahana admits to being fully 
aware of this development, and 
not dissatisfied with it. ‘‘I'm gét- 
ting old,'' he acknowledges. ‘I'm 
not really on the mount any more, 
so they can't throw me out. 
There's just my shadow, my spirit 
left. And you can’t throw out a 
spirit...”) 

Neriah's disapproval of Kahana, 
{a matched by his strong feclings 
towards Goldstein. He charges the 
yeshiva principal with “breaking 
every pledge he ever gave me." 
Goldstein apparently aggravated 
this attitude by appealing over 
Nerlah's head to the director of 


_the Lands Authority, and to the 


responsible minister, Ariel 
Sharon. 

But Nerlah gets on better with 
Sherman,.the Yeshiva's director, 
@ most unrahpinical sort of 
rabbi, as temporal as Goldstein is 
ascetic. Together they even-

For the preaise delineation of 
what premises are made over to 
the yeshiva, the contract referred 
to “the attached maps.” Pending 
the drafting of those maps, the 
Lands Authority affixed only its 
initials to the contract, while the 
yeshiva signed in full.

Director-General, Yisrael Lippel, 
knew something was afoot, but did 
not know quite what.

THE YESHIVA'S obsessive ex: 
panalonisni extends — literally — 


to every hole In the wall. A close 
Inspection of the old Crusader 
buildings on the mount reveals 
countless rooms and cupboarda, 
carefully padlocked and clearly 
unused, all bearing plaques 
attesting to their connection 
either with the yeshiva or with 
Kahana. 

But there is something more 
mystical and mystifying than 
mere misguided patriotism in this 
violent veneration of every nook 
and cranny on the mount. It is, I 
belleve, a possessive tenacity 
peculiar to the holy places, which 
affects all their occupants and 
various "custodians" — and has 
done since time immemorial. 

In school, we learned that the 
Crimean War was triggered off by 
a seemingly petty feud between 
two churches over the Holy 
Places. Nor is this special brand 
of extremism only a thing of the 
past. Witness the Copts and the 
Ethiopians, whose violent asser- 
tion of conflicting rights over a 
tiny passageway reached the High 
Court of Justice and the cabinet 
table. 

In a way, the churches’ jealous 
preservation of thelr every inch 
and right and usage {s understan- 


dable. For that is all they have in 
the Holy Land, where political 


sovereignty has always heen 
vested in others. But what sense 
does it make for Israelis to 
behave this way In Israel? 

Such logic is lost, however, on 
the Diaspora Yeshiva. When 1 
ventured to suggest to Rabbi 
Goldstein that his yeshiva might 
flourish better somewhere else, in 
fact anywhere else, rather than on 
Mt. Zion, he turned on me and 
eried, ''Are you Jewish?

RESTAURANTS in service 
stations secm to have become a 
regular part of Israell life. 
Nevertheless, we were still a little 
surprised to find that the filling 
station on Rehov Zangwill, at the 
entrance to Jerusalem's Kiryat 
Hayoveil quarter, now sports a 
Chineze restaurant. 

The establishment, Chung Hwa, 
is being run by a family that arriv- 
ed just 40 daya ago from Taiwan. 
In spite of this, they have manag- 
ed to compile a varied and in- 
teresting menu, utilizing loca) 
products. —~ a 

Of the four of us who visited 
Chung Hwa, three began the meal 
with soup. I was perhaps the most 
fortunate, with the sour cabbage 
soup, which although very hot still 
conveyed subtle flavours. The 
wonton and the hot and sour soup, 
on the other hand, tended to be 
merely peppery. 

Our fourth partner tried the 
eggrolla which, in contrast, were 
bland to the point of dullness. 
They came with a rather sweet 
tomato sauce. 


OUR MAIN COURSES included a 


dish described as “ποῖ and pepper 
duck."" This was a pancake-like 


wonder 


dish of pleces of duck, which had 
been fried to chewineass. It was ab- 
solutely delicious. 

Also very good was the chicken 
in bean sauce, as was the meat 
with sour cabbage, even though 
the latter was turkey and not beef 
as described in the Hebrew aide of 
the menu. For our final dish, we 
decided to have an old standby — 
sweet and sour shrimp.

FOR SEVEN years now I have 
heen reproaching myself for hav- 
ing had an argument with him. I 
Uked this thin, reserved man from 
post-war Prague. Exotic-sounding 
places like Rio Quadre and Sierra 
Delavita seemed to acquire a 
special meaning in his unpreten- 
tlous accounts.

THE MOSHAV — PART | 


The Moshav, a cooperative 
village based on agriculture, light 
Industry and regional services, 
hes proved to be an extremely 
adaptable form of settlement. 
Recent experimentation with 
new models of moshav living are 
aimed at Integrating the re- 
quirements of today's 
sgricultural and industrial 
economy and Israel's land and 
water resources with the nesds 
of this generation’a sattlers, 

There are at feast four 
differant types of settlements .af- 
fillated with the Moshav Move- 
ment — moshav ovdim (worker's 
moshav}: moshav shituil 
(collectiva moshsv): πιοϑῆδν 
ta‘astyati (industrial moshav); and 
merkaz azori (regional service cen- 


tre). All four types of settlament - 


_ adhere to the following basic prin- 
ciples of the Moshav Movement: 
1) Nationally-owned land: The 
settlements are on land owned by 
the nation through the Jewish 
National Fund, leased to the 
settlers for a period of 49 yeers and

which the work can be contracted 
out or labourers hired and the 
shareholder becomes virtually a

The moshav supports a wide 
array of community activities and 
sarvices for Its members such 85 
cultural activities; cooperative 
development projects: social ser- 
vices; loans and credit; sewage. 
water and electricity malntenance, 
etc. Decisions regarding the provi- 


sion of community services are -

Member families can depend on 
the “cooperative association” {the 
moshav) in times of distress [due to 
natural disaster, personal tragedy, 
etc.} for loans and credit, 85 well 88 
a host of community services 
offered as the “rights” of the 
worker-mambers.

{Regional Centres} 

The least known form of settle- 
mant sponsored by the Sattlement 
Dapartment Is the Regional Centra 
(merkaz azorl). 

Moshavim are planned in 
regional blocks of 8 few up to 
several dozan setttgments per 
tagion. Within each ragional block 
there exists a'ragional centre. This 
centre exisis to supply services that 
could not be supplied by the in- 
dividual moshavim by themeelves. 
‘The centres include packing or sor- 
ting facllities, axport marketing ser- 
vices, fire stations, ambulance ser- 


vice, medical centre, schools end — 


cullural and sports facilities. 


The centre cbviously needs . 


profeselonals or ekilled workers to 
supply these services. Doctors, 
nurses, teachera,- engineers, psy- 
chologists, smbulence drivers or 


skilled craftsmen of any kind are ἰδ 


usually in high damand. 

These centros. by sgreament 
betwean the Settlement Depart- 
ment and the moshav movements 
are limited in size to ‘that of the 
averaga moshav — 50 to 80 
families.

centres do not become urban cen- © 


tras with the consequent sprawl, 
but will forever maintain the small 
village atmosphere of a region of 
moshavim.

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IN THE BARLY YEARS afterthe everything becomes equal in 


camera was invented, the par- 
tisana of photography hardiy 
needed to claim that it made 
aspects of reality more accessible 
than ever and that the images ft 
provided were invested with an 
aura of authority that writing or 
painting could never attain. Both 
claims seemed almoat self- 
evident, and solf-evidently true. 
After all, a camera records what 
{s there, whereas 8 painting or a 
Piece of writing is interpreted 
through the sensibility of the 
painter or the writer, Just how 
simple-minded this comparison 
{s, how actually ‘‘treacherous'' 
photography may be as a recorder 
of the thing-that-is-there, Susan 
Sontag has no trouble showing in 
the six essays on ''the meaning 
and career of photographs'' 
collccted here, and she ia not the 
first to do so. A philosopher by 
training, ahe inquires whether 
reality can be apprehended in 
anything but images and symhols, 
decides it cannot, and suggests 
that the question is not whether 
images are useful, but which im- 
ages, and for what'purposs. Even 
econsidercd ideally, outside the 
social and economic context in 
which thay are produced and con- 
sumed, photographs are for Son- 
tag Inferior Images, mere reflec- 
tions of reality. They reveal only 
surfaces, and they are blind to 
what Sontag takes to be reality's 
‘esaence: time passing. 

τ Photography's inferior but 


nevertheless inexorable version of 
reality is much on Sontag’s mind. 


What she discusses in most of her 
book, however, is no strictly 
philosophical question of 
.epistemology — how reality may 
.be perceived and knowledge gain- 
ed — but rather.photography in its 
context: ἃ tool, an industry, an ac- 
tivity, that “Imposes a way of 
aceing’ and therefore, perhaps, 
actually alters reality. 
To take ἃ photograph, she 
writes, ‘is to appropriate the 
thing photographed.”

“democratizing'’ effect of 
photography — an effect that its 
American ploneera, like Stieglitz, 
who were yea-saying disciples of 
Walt Whitman, were lucky not to 
live to witness in its full flowering. 


YET ALREADY in the last cen- 
tury, as Sontag says, 
photographers were attracted to 
poverty, freakishness, and pain. 
Thelr explanation even then was 
apt to be that they wished to ex- 
pose conditions, to arouse con- 
science, as Jacob.Riis did with his 
slum studies. Sontag shrewdly 
enough rejects such excuses. The 
itch to photograph another's mis- 
ery doesn't spring from liberal 
motives, and the effect of 
publishing the photos is certainly 
not amclHorative. "Like sexual 
perversion, (photographing mis- 
fortune or atrocity) is a way of at 
least tacitly — often explicitly — 
encouraging whatover is going on 
to keep happening.” Far from 
mobilizing dutrage, then, the 
cumulative effect of concerned" 
photos is to stupefy or bemuse. 
For Sontag, the deadoning of 
response that photographs bring 
about In their viewers (all of us?), 
no teas than in the photographer 
himself, has a vital “artistic” 
function in what she calls 
“gapitalist’ society. The work of 
a recently much-acclaimed 
photographer, Diane Arbus, “‘is a 
good instance of a leading tenden- 
ey of high art in capitalist coun: 
tries: to suppress, or at lenst 
reduce, moral and sensory 
queasiness.'' In other words, 
photography has, by the most ad- 
vanced definition, an tmmoral 
effect, constraining instead of 
multiplying the posaibllitles of ex- 
perience. How does this happen? 
Sontag sees that photography, 
levelling everything, alao 
beautifies. Let the subject be what 
it will — pollution,’ death, war —. 
photography will tend to make it 
look aesthetically pleasing, and 
the better the photographer, the 
mote ‘'boauttful’' the image. W.

Photography was thon among the 

modes that this supposedly new 

sensibility employed. More 

enthuslastically than gingerly, 

Sontag embraced and sought to 

enter this new sensibllity, 

although a perceptive reader even 

then might have detected that 

photography really induced a cer- 

tain revulsion tn her. Ten years 

ago, she couldn't have written 

such an utterly damning sentenco 

as this: ‘The presence and 

proliferation of all photographs 

contribute to the erosion of the 

very nature of meaning." So she, 

or the culture, or both, have 

travelled a distance in the past 

decade, and today Sontag can con- 

vey more directly the plight of a 
bookish, moralizing, critical mind 
in a camera culture. She now 
gives the impression of being an 
outsider rather than an insider, 
with a corresponding gain in the 
balance and depth of her 
erlticiam, but also with an in- 
crease in anxiety. 

The future of: photography and 
its offspring, movies and video, 
will be, she fears, surveillance 
and pornography. Our learned 
and eventually inherited 
preference for ‘‘Images'' over 
“real things'’ will be given 
another Incentive when 
holography — Huxley's feelies — 
is perfected and marketed, Yet 
the magical, sensual properties of 
photographs and the second-rate, 
pleasures of shooting a camera 
atill apparently hold sway over 
Sontag, complicating hor writing 
and her prophecy. She thinks or 
hopes that things need not turn out 
in the worst way. Her final essay, 
“The Image-World," in which she 
analyses how the habit or sceing. 
photographically has changed, 
Probably irrevocably, our concep- 
tion of reality, is as superb as it Is 
odd, ending with Sontag accepting 
photography almost as rucfully a8 
Carlyle’s lady accepted the uni-

THIS LATEST OFFERING by 
America's most popular pop in- 
tellectual is more than usually 
self-indulgent. The six men he 
writes about are connected only in 
that Cooke met, knew or was 
fascinated by them. He gives us 
blographies which are based 
largely on the moments that he 

ent in their company; indeed, 
the book is largely about Alistair 
Cooke. 

For instance, while writing 
about Edward the VIII, Cooke will . 
suddenly diverge and give us his 
theory on the social usefulness of 
‘the monarchy as compared to 
America's social hierarchy based 
on wealth. While discussing 
Charlie Chaplin we will suddenly 
be given generalizations on all 
short men or on the entire 
nouveau riche of America. 

Cooke is at his best while 
writing about Humphrey Bogart. 
He gives us a comparison between 
Bogart and Sherlock Holmes as 
well as a theory as to why 
mysteries are so popular... ‘what 


opping 


{8 permanently fascinating about 
detective thrillers is not, as 


academics like to declare, their + 


intellectual puzzles but the crime ; 
itself, which we all secretly itch to 
perform.” ὶ 

He theorizes how Hitler affected ᾿ὃ 
badly two of his subjects, H.L. 
Mencken and Edward VIII, since 
they associated themselves with 
him, and Bogart well, since he 
appeared such a powerful 
nemesis to him. His theories con- 
tain elements of history, psy- 
chology, sociology, demography 
and even biology. The hook is 
almost a stream of consciousness 
effort; one thought leads to an 
association, which leads to a 
theory which ultimately leads to 
Cooke's philosophy on everything. 

Cooke is algo terribly pompous. 
He felt Chaplin's intellect was, ''a 
little less impressive to anyone 
used to thinking.’’ He is a horrible 
name dropper and gives his opi- 
nion of dozens of people who were 
connected to his central six and 
some who are totally un- 
connected. 

His humour fs erudite; ‘'Fred 
Bate was a freak and a welcome 
one, as unlike a network executive 
as it was possible to be. He was 
courtly, modest, good natured, the 
apotheosis of savoir faire and New 


World courtesy.” ςτὸ. 

What we get in Six Afen really is 
an old man telling his best stories. 
And out of respect we don't in- 
terrupt him. But it is not out of 
respect for his age. We let him go 
on with his stories out of respect 
for his genuine ability to deliver a 
punch-line, describe a moment, 
recall history and add relevant 
commentary. The man may have 
moat of the quallties οὗ a dry in- 
tellectual, but he lacks one: he is 
not borthg. Nor does he lecture to 
his audience. He tells stories with 
a total respect for his audience. 
He feela he owes his readers a 
show and he gives them one. 

What one feels in reading this: 


book is that Cooke is having a 
great time writing it. He has a 
forum for his views on everything 
and he's not going to miss a single 
opportunity to denigrate the peo- 
ple he dislikes or to defend his !!I- 
thought-of friends. He strongly 
asserts that Mencken was not an 
anti-Semite out of loyalty to a man 
he obviously likes. And he attacks 
those people whose self- 
righteousness interfered with the 
careers of Chaplin, Hdward VIII 
and Bertrand Russell, Cooke has 
his medium for letting us all know 
what he thinks of some people and 
while always appearing objective, 
it's obvious he's having a terrific 
time returning a favour or getting 


even, And you have to listen to 
gomeone enjoying himself so 
much. ᾿ 

And the route 15 an attractive 

one. History suddenly comes allve 
with Cooke's anecdotes, great 
men become human and the whole 
world is put into a simpler 
perapective. Cooke's greatest at- 
tribute is that he doesn't over- 
research. There is reoom to 
breathe in Cooke's historical 
world and our view of, men of 
history is suddenly lowered and 
their problems become ag mun- 
dance as our next door neighbour's. 
Cooke's description of Adlai 
Stevenson expecting to be named 
Secretary of State under Kennedy 
offers us a look at a deluded, dis- 
appointed man like any middle- 
management employee who ex- 
pected a promotion and was 
shocked when the new kid in the 
office got it. 

By chopping the human gods 
down to size, Cooke personalizes 
their biographies to the point that 
each reads like a good short story, 
with tensiori and a nice ending 
thrown in for free. And for readers 
in Israel, there is an added bonus, 
He appears to be on our side as 
woll. The last page of Siz Men il- 
lustrates the detertoration of Ber- 
trand Russell's intellectual and 
social powers. Cooke illustrates 
such a deterioration by the fact 
that the last thing Russell ever 
wrote was a condemnation of 
Israel for ‘attacking Egypt. 0

[I'LL DO IT ALL OVER AGAIN: 
The Lifeand Times of Igor Cassini 
by Igor Cassini and Jeanne Molli.

IGOR CASSINI, allas Cholly 
Knickerbocker, reigned for. some 
twenty years as the king of socie- 
ty gossip'' for the Hearst 
newspaper chain. ᾿ 

His book, which mirrors his 
Position and Hfe-style, Js filled 
with rancid tidbits of stale gossip 
gleaned from old Cholly Knioker- 
hocker columns and personal 
recollections. But, before. Cholly 
lets us sink our teeth into the 
folbles and fetishes of the jet set 
and café society crowd, we are 
more than 100 


pages of Cassini family history 
written in a strange anarchical 
style. Once we organize and digest 
1the chaos we manage to discover 
that Igor was born in Sebastapol 
in 1915 and christened Igor Alex- 
androvich Lolewsky-Cassini; that 
hfs father served asa diplomat for 
Czarist Russia; hla mother in- 
herited a title of Countess, and 
that the family had to flee from 
Mother Russia with the arrival of 
the not overly-friendly 
Bolsheviks. . 
Tho family's odyssey takes us to 
the posh refugee havens of Italy 
and Switzerland and finally to 
Amotica where the Cassini's dis- 
cover the pot of gold at the ond of 
the rainbow. Poverty did oc- 
caassionally nip at their noble 
heols, but the Cassini's knew how 
to put the bite on their fellow 


White Russian émigrés as well as 
how to sponge off noxvenu riche 
American title-collectors and 
social climbers. It was this know- 
how that helped propel Igor from 
greenhorn anonymity to fame and 
fortune in the newspaper game. It 
also helped put his brother Oleg 
into the skmatta business (haute 
couture in more elegant circles) 
«. “Oleg and Igor: The Clothes 
and the Column: making the Beat 
of Nearly all Possible Worlds..,."" 
boasts Igor in capital letters. 


ONCE ENSCONCED as Cholly 
Knickerbocker, he did not Mmit 
himself to flattering the famous 
and titilating his readers with 
café society saturnalia. Cholly 
branched out {nto hatcheting for 
or toadying to politicians — 
depending on position, party, 
powcr and promise. During the 
heyday of MoCarthyism, Cholly 
rode the crest of its mania — he 
aimed hig poison darts at anyone 
to the loft of William Randolph 
Henrat, Cholly's § aroh- 


conservative boss. Larry Adler 
and Paul Draper, twoup and com- 
ing performers, can‘ attest to the 
power of Cholly’a pen. Cassini 
gives their professional demise 
one semi-contrite line: ‘Perhaps 
it was not my finest hour, but the 
public was overwhelmingly in my 
favour..." : 

Cassini asserts that many of his 
major scoops came from the pan- 
jandrums of diplomacy, politica 
and high finance. He rubbed 
shoulders with the richand power- 
ful and even managed to marry 
into some of that power and 
wealth himself. His friendship 


with Joo Kennedy, paterfamillas. 


of the Kennedy olan, ironically 
brought about his own downfall. 
This friendship. provides us with 
alues to the Kennedy ‘power- 


mania, and we pick up a few of 
thelr pet cuss words, not to men- 
tlon getting a taste of Kennedy 
élan and macho cuckoldry, We 
even get to peek through other 
bedroom keyholes, including 


Cassini's own. 


Since it is pretty difficult to do 
all this carousing and high living 
on 8 journalist's salary, Cassini 
fleshed out his take-home pay’ by. 
golng into the Public Relations 
business. In the end his skittering 
star waa shot out of its heavenly 
roost by none other than Robert 
Kennedy, who at that time served 
as Attorney General in his 
brother's administration. Cassini 
was convicted and fined ag an un- 
registered lobbyist for the 
Dominican Republic — a P.R, job 
he undertook on Joe Kennedy's 
advice. : 

Cassini says he has no regrets. 
He appears to be enjoying his 
voluntary exile in Milan where he 
mingles with the ‘'beautiful 
people" and where he ja only a 
hop, akip and a jump away from 
St. Moritz, Portofino, Monte 
Carlo, Gstaad, and Paris and a 
‘guest :list at parties (that) reads 
like a replay of my old column..."

These statements ‘all relate to 
the aame subject — foreign 
women and girla coming to Israel 
to live and perform domestic 
chores in local homes on an at 
pair or salaried basia. 

Strictly speaking, says the 
Interior Ministry, it is ilegal for 
someone in Israel on a tourist visa 
to work at 8 paid job. In fact, there 
are dozens or maybe hundreds of 
forelgn woricn — Ethiopians, 
Thais, Filipinos, South 
Americans, Indians, Scan- 
dinavianga, Britiah, Amoricana 
and others — working as live-in 
helpers with Ysracli families. 

Some have managed to obtain 
extensions of their original three- 
month visas, while others remain 
with expired visas and pay a tine 
when they depart, 

Even the ministry admits there 
is no “detective work’ to track 
down such domestic employees. If 
there wore, it would start in 
affluent communities such as Sa- 
vyon, Herzliya Pituah, Kfar 
Shmaryahu, North Tel Aviv and 

. parts of Jerugalem, ᾿ 
‘The demand for live-in help ex- 
. coeds the current available sup- 
ply, as may be seen from a recent 
advertisement of the relatively 
new Anglo-Israe] Au Pair Service, 
It ia seeking ‘'Huropeans, 
‘Filipinos and ‘others of similar 
origin, Also ex-kihbbutaniks and 


domestic help. 

‘The spokesman of the Labour 
Ministry's Employment Service, 
Zalman Chen, told me in no uncer- 
tain terms that there 18 no legal 
distinction between ‘‘pocket 
money” and “wages,” and that 
even room and board in return for 
services rendered constitutes 
“wages,” 

If the person hired is a tourist, 
the employer could be prosecuted. 
The tourist could be deported for 
violating the terms of the visa. 

Although the authorities do not 
go around searching homes for il- 
legal employees, occasional cases 
have been brought to their atten-

“WHAT'S WRONG with home- 
grown live-in help?" I asked 
several acquaintances who have 
had experiences with various live- 
in helpers, One would think that 
with all the large families in 
development towns and needy ur- 
ban areas, it would be no problem 
getting an Israeji girl in her late 
eons or early 20s to work and live- 
in. 


The problem apparently is not 
availability but desirability. 
There must be some success 
stories about live-in Israeli help, 
put I have not yet heard them. 
Instead, I have heard stories of 
Israeli nannies" eating families 
out of house-and-home, abusing 
telephone privileges, staying out 
late at night, bringing strange 
men home, falling to show up for 
work on Sunday morning after a 
weekend off. 

On the other hand, imported 
domestic helpers can present 
problema, too. There is at least 
one known case of a gir} posing as 
an au pair while belleving her real 
mission wag to convert her Israeli 
host family, 

Genuine au pair girls only want 
to stay abroad a short time, often 
as little as six -months, which 
makes it scarcely worthwhile get- 
ting acquainted, If the girl wants 
to stay longer, and is not Jewish, 
there is the ‘continuous headache 
‘about renewing her visa. It may 
.not be too'hard to pass her off as.a 
guest of the family if you are new 
immigrants and she comes from 
the same.country. : 

Chances are, no one will come 
looking. On the other hand, -the

NOT ALL magnificent dishes are 
the result of careful and 
meticulous planning. When I am 
cooking, at any rate, the best di- 
shes are often the result of ac- 
cidents or emergencies. 

For example, 1 recently hought 
a frozen duck. The duck was ἃ 
smail one, weighing hardly more 
than a kilo. It would do, I thought, 
for a lavish dinner for two, with a 
bone for the baby, or it could even 
be stretched to serve four. 

Then I invited five people to 
dinner, three adults and two 
voracious children. If we included 
the baby, it meant that eight peo- 
ple would have to share one poor 
duck. 

To cope with the situation, I im- 
mediately went out and bought 


half a kilo of breast of turkey (or - 


turkey achnitzel, aa it is known 
locally), 200 grama of smoked 


. breast of goose, and 200 grams οἱ. 


fresh mushrooms.
